: Thoſe that have the Benefit of ſeveral 'Employments ſhall 
only pay the Ranſom according to the Greateſt Place they 
are in Poſleſſion of, and ſhall be exchang'd accordingly, or 
pay their Ranſom. 

All Officers of the Ordnance, that are not comprehended 
in this Cartel, bearing the ſame Names with the Officers of 
Foot, ſhall, without any difference, be exchang'd for the 
ſame Ranſom. 

All reform'd Officers ſhall only pay the fourth Part of the 
Ranſom of the Poſt they have the Title of: 


Trumpets and Drummers, that ſhall reclaim the Priſoners, 


ſha!l be ſent back in three days ; and if for fome Reaſon of 


War, they are kept longer, they ſhall be defray'd by thoſe 


that detain them. 

All Officers and others receiving Pay, not included in this 
preſent” Cartel, and oblig'd to follow the Armies, ſhall be 
ranſom*d for a Months Pay, beſides, it ſhall be lawful to 
both ſides to give one another notice of the Officers that have 
been omitted in this Agreement, and to conſent amongſt 


them about it, after which it ſhall be- faithfully obſerv'd in 


the ſame manner, as if it was actually included in this Carte], 
Ifany Difficulty ſhould ariſe about the Quality of the Pay of 
ſome of the Priſoners, it ſhall be remov'd by a Certificate, 
which ſhall be faithfully given by the General of the Army. or 
the Governor of the Place, which the ſaid Priſoners ſhall be- 
long to, without any other Proof. | 
It ſhall be prohibited on both fides to ſtrip the Priſoners.

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All Soldiers, Troopers, Dragoons , and others, whoſe 
Ranſom is the ſame, ſhall have for their Subſiſtence, daring 
the Time of their Impriſonment, three Pence of French Mo- 
ny, beſides the Bread of Munition, and the:Serjeants are to 
have the double of it. 

[t is agreed on both fides not to force any Priſoners of War 
to be lifted, and to prevent all Diſputes about it, thoſe that 
ſhall be willing to ſerve him, whoſe Priſoners they are, ſhall 
be oblig'd to give under their hand, that they have done it 
velyntarily, without being forced thereunto. 

All Ofhcers way be treated in ſuch a manner as they think 
fit, and ſhall find themſelves in a Condition to pay. 

All Officers on both ſides that have been ſent back upon 
their Parole d' Honeur, or Word of Honour, ſhall be obliged 
to return and ſurrender themſelves Priſoners, a Fortnight af- 
ter the Ratification of this Cartel, Provided they have not 
before paid the Ranſom mention'd therein, as alſo the Debts 
they have contracted for their Subfiſtence in Priſon, which 
they may do, without being obliged to return, and ſhall be 
at liberty to ſerve as ſoon as they are acquitted of their 
Creditors. 

As to the Months of Pay, mention'd in ſeveral Articles, 
they ſhall be regulated on both fides, according to what the 
French King allows them, except the Governors, Comman- 
ders, the King's Lieutenants, Majors and Adjutants, Cap- 
tains of the Gates, Officers, Troopers, and”Soldiers of the 
Guards, of the Generals of the Allics Armies, who ſhall pay 
according to what they receive. | 

Upon the Conditions above inention'd, it is agreed to ſend 
back all Priſoners on both ſides, a Fortnight after the Ratifi- 
cation ofthe preſent Cartel, by paying reciprocally what they 
have ſpent for their Subliſteace during their Impriſonment ; 
and hereafter it ſha!l be very exa@ly obſerved, to render the 


Priſoners as ſoon as they ſhall be reclaimed, by paying the 
C Ran

Ranſom, or rendring ſome Priſoners of an equivalent Num- 
ber to the Place they poſleſs. 

And to render all things eaſie to both fides, an Account 
ſhall be given of them every ſ1x Months, or oftner if there be 
occaſion. 

Each Party ſhall make a Computation of the Priſoners that 
he ſends back, and ſhall take a Receiptfrom the Commander 
of the Place, where they are ſent to, in order that after a fall 
Delivery of the Priſoners, thoſe of either fide that ſhall be in 
debt for it to the other, may take care to ſatisfie them ac- 
cording to the Ranſom here above mentioned. 

All Priſoners, Horſe as well as Foot, that are or have been 
made ſo, fince the Declaration of _the preſent War by Sea as 
well as by Land, ſhall be return'd from one fide and the 
other purſuant to the above mention'd Articles, to the near- 
eſt and moſt convenient Place on both ſides. 

[t ſhall be expreſly prohibited on both fades to make uſe of 
Bullets of Tin, or any other Metal beſides that of Lead, as 
alſo all rammed Bullets for flying Parties, 

No Paſs-port ſhall be deliver'd by the Generals, Gover- 
nors, or Commanders of Places to Soldiers to go out in Parties 
under the number of nine Men on Foot, and fifteen on Horſe; 
it being agreed that thoſe who ſhall be taken in- Arms under 
the ſaid Number, ſhall be puniſhed with a hard Priſon for 
two Months, and if they ſhall be convicted of Murder or 
Robbery, they ſhall be deliver'd into the Hands of Juſtice, to 
be puniſhed according to Law, of which notice ſhall be given 
reciprocally, as alſo the Reafons for ſo doing. 

Yet this Puniſhment ſhall not be infliged, in cafe a Party 
having loſt ſome Men in a Skirmiſh with the Enemy, ſhall be 
rencounter'd in a leſs Namber, than they went out from the 
Army, or their Garriſon, which ſhall be juſtified by the Paſs- 
port, and Certificate of the General, Governors or Comman- 


ders from whom they obtain'd Leave 3 as alſo when a ſmall 
| Troop 
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Troop has ferv'd toconvoy an Officer, which will be juſtified 
by the ſame Atteſtation. | E 

That if any Trooper, Dragoons, or Soldiers that are made 
Priſoners, and that are either wounded or ſick to the Dan- 
ger of their Life, ſball be pat into the Hoſpitals, or other con- 
venient Places, in order to be cured ; it is agreed that which 
the Allies or the Frezch King give to the Governors of the 
Hoſpitals of the Entertainment of the ſick and wounded, ſball 
be repaid beſides the Ranſom, upon an ingenuous Declarati- 
on on both ſides. 

That if on either ſide, on pretence of well treating the Pri- 
ſoners, they are put into Inns, or publick Houſes, upon their 


own, or their Captains Chirges, there ſhall be paid nothing 


beſides the Ranſom 3; except the three Pence allow d them 
for their Subſiftence, and the Munition Bread, which on both 
fides ſhall be daily given to the Troopers, Dragoons and Sol- 
diers, and the double to the Serjeants. 

That the Paſs-ports of the Allies ſhall have place, and ſhall 
be reſpeted by their Troops of what Nation ſoever in the 
whole Extent of their Frontier Places, French Men being the 
Bearers of them, and particularly their Intendants, their Ne- 
puties, Receivers of Contributions: and Confiſcations, Under- 
takers of Forrage, Expreſſes and Poſt-boys, and the ſame }.. 
ſhall be granted by France, to the Receivers of Contributions, 
of Convoys, Cuſtoms, and others of the ſame Employments 
and Fundions, who ſhall have leave togo, without any Mole- 
ſtation, to the Towns and Places of the ſaid Frontiers, provi- 
ded they do not approach nearer than two Leagues of the 
Places of the Enemy of one fide and the other. 

It ſhall be permitted to Priſoners to give notice to their Sg- 
periors of the Place oftheir Detention, and the Governorsand 
Commanders ſhall afliſt them in it. 

Trumpets and Drummers ſhall be ſent back without Ran- 


form, except they haye been taken with Arms in their Hands, 
MM 
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in which caſe, Trumpets'ſhall be exchangded,or pay as Troop- 
ers, and Drummers as Soldiers. 

| This preſent Cartel ſhall haveplace, and ſhall reciprocally be 
good for all the Troops oi the Allies, as thofe of the Frexch 
Kings, being aQtually in their Pay, 'or not, of what Natiori ſo- 
ever, without Exception or Excluſion, that ſhall ſtand under 
the Orders of the Princes and Generals that have or ſhall have 
direaly and- naturally a Command and Authority over the 
Armies and Troops on both fides, ating by their Orders, or in 
their Name, either jointly or ſeparately, in what Places or 
Countries ſoever, all the ſaid Troops ſhall have the Benefit of 
this preſent Cartel or Agreement on both ſides, and ſhall be ex- 
changed, or pay a Ranſom, according to the above ſaid Arti- 
cles, which ſhall be punctually obſerv'd and executed by the 
Princesand Generals on both fides, as is before mentioned. 

The preſent Cartel or Agreement abcut the Exchange and 
Ranſom of Priſoners on both ſides ſhall have place, and be 
thought good from the Day of the Date of the Rartification, 
and ſhall be inviolably continu'd during the preſent War with- 
out the leaſt Interruption or Infringment whatſoever.
